To the Citizens of Knox: 


Before presenting our annual report for the municipal 
year 1925-26 we wish to thank you for your co-operation 
in the school work during uhe past year. 

It has been necessary to overdraw the school appropria- 
tion to the amount of 127.98, owing toa change in the num- 
ber of schools run and the payment of two book bills con- 
tracted in 1921 and 1923 to the amount of $61.86. 

The schools have made good progress this year, credit 
being due our teachers and also to the marked improvement 
in school attendance; high attendance being one of the fact- 
ors of first importance in the advancement of the work in 
any school. . 

During the spring term two teacher meetings were held. 
' Articles were prepared and read by different teachers in the 
union on different phases of the school work. These meet- 
ings were well attended, much interest being shown by the 
teachers and many points on instruction were received from 
one another. We regret very much that these meetings had 
to be postponed during the winter term z 

In the spring we plan to have several parent-teacher

meetings. All those interested or not in the schools are in- 
vited to attend and take an active part in these meetings. 
These meetings will be held tor the purpose of getting closer 
co-operation of the school and the community. A meeting 
where parents, teachers and pupils can get together and talk 
over school matters and work out problems for the better- 
ment of the schools, for the life and spirit of a community 
depends upon its school, not only at the present time, but 
the future of a community will be destined by its schools of 
today. 

The Stream schoolhouse, so-called, has been moved and 
remodelled at a cost of $1964.85 to the town, and we believe 
from the remarks of the community that they are very well 
pleased with the building.
